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U.S.Dentist First Ham

Central California Radio Council ''Circie'') 


The world's first radio amateur op- 
erator was Dr. Mahlin Loomis, awW.\S. 
born dentist of Washington, D. C., who 
in 1864 invented the first radio commun- 
icationsystem on which he receiveda U. 
S. patent in 1872. 


He was incorporated by an Act of 


Congress in 1873 as the Loomis Aerial 
Telegraph Co. The bill was signed by 
President U. S. Grant. 

TheLoomis radio system consisted 
of a 600 ft. vertical aerial, grounded at 
the bottom and having its supporting kite 
covered with a fine copper wire mesh or 
a ballooncoveredwithtinfoilas a top load- 
ing capacity, with a spark gap keying de- 
vice and indicator in series in the aerial 
circuit. 

He did not. use a battery or spark 
coil but depended upon the natural static 
of sparks across the contacts whenever 
the keying device was operated, This 
produced high frequency oscillations in 
the aerial circuit and caused electromag- 
netic waves to be radiated into space. 

In 1866 he successfully transmitted 
from Bear's Denin the Blue Ridge Mount- 
ains, near Bluemont, Va., to across the 
river fr om P ointof Rocks, Md., 18 miles 
away. 

TheCongressionalRecord mentions 
Congregsmen who witnessed the experi-- 
ments, 

The next radio inventor, Marconi, 
andthe Russian, Alexander Popoy, did not 
come along until 30 years later in 1895 
and both used the same type of antenna 
circuit as Loomis had already invented, 
but connected a battery-operated spark 
coil across the spark gap in the aerial 
circuitinstead of using free natural elect- 
ricity.
